Christopher Farnan, Eccles street, a steeple- 
oo Francis Corr, Greyhound Inn, Swords; 

oseph Corr, of the same address; Terence 
Corr, 199 North King street; Thomas Daly, 
94 Amiens street, railwa rter; Owen 
Durnan, Tara street, and Peter ‘Whelan, 
Gormanstown, County Meath, were charged 
on remand with having conspired together on 
Dacember 18th and 19th, 1929, to steal £500 
in silver from a locked and sealed railway 
wagon. The silver was consigned, by the 
Great Northern Bank, Grafton street, to their 
branch in Ballybay, and disappeared between 
Amiens street and Castleblayney. 

Mr. T. Clarke, of the Chief State Solicitor’s 
Office, appeared to conduct the prosecution ; 
Mr. J. P. Murnane (instructed by Mr. James 
Fagan) appeared for Francis, Terence and 
Joseph Corr, three accused brothers; Mr. 
John Hooper. (instructed by Mr. L. Trant 
McCarthy) appeared for Daly; Mr. G. L. 
McGowan, Balbriggan, for Whelan, and Mr. 
W. J. M. Coulter for: Durnan. 

The first witness called was Detective- 
Inspector McGloin, who gave evidence of 
having preferred additional charges against 
Farnan of breaking into premises in the city. 
Farnan was already in custody on several 
other charges. 

John Watters, head porter of the Great 
Northern Railway Company at Castleblayney, 
stated that on December 19th, 1929, four 
wagons arrived by the 4.15 goods train from 


Dundalk. On examining wagon No. 5466 he 

found that the seal had been broken, and that 

a box of money consigned to Ballybay was 
eaing:

Samuel A. McLoughlin, manager of the 
Ballybay branch of the Great Northern Bank, 


gave evidence that ¥ December 14th, 1929, he 
requisitioned from the bank’s Grafton street 
branch £1,000 in notes and £500 in silver. He 
got the £1,000 in notes, but had never got 
the silver. - 

Eugene Fenton, accountant in the Munster 
and Leinster Bank, O’Connell street, Dublin, 

roduced a certified copy of an account opened 
Francis Corr in May, 1929, showing lodg- 
ments made up to December 3ist, 1950. 

Kevin O'Farrell, teller in the same bank, 
said that on December 30th, 1929, Francis 
Corr made a lodgment of £119, of which 
£110 2s. 6d. was in silver. 

James Leech, licensed publican, 6 Dolphin’s 
Barn, Dublin, nti evidence of his shop 
having been broken into, when goods to the 
value of £48 11s. were missed. He found a 
quantity of goods made up in parcels ready 
to be taken away. 

The aecused men were remanded for a week. 
Bail was allowed to Durnan, Joseph and 
Terence Corr in £200 each; Daly and Whelan 
were allowed out on continuing bail, and 
Farnan and Francis Corr were remanded in 


custody.
